ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  adopt  the  Town 
Managership  plan  as  prescribed  in  the  revised  laws  of  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire,  Chapter  55. 

ARTICLE  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  transfer 
the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Office  of  Tax  Collector  to  the 
Office  of  Town  Manager,  as  provided  by  Section  16  of 
chapter  55,  Revised  Laws  as  amended  by  Chapter  236,  Laws 
of  1947,  said  transfer  to  take  place  if  and  when  the  office  of 
Town  Manager  is  established  within  said  Town.

one  per  cent  (1/100  of  1  per  cent)  of  the  assessed  valuation 
based  upon  assesment  of  1947  for  the  purpose  of  adver- 
tising the  attractions  and  resources  of  the  Town,  in  con- 
nection with  other  towns  in  the  Dartmouth-Lake  Sunapee 
Region. 

ARTICLE  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $300.00  to  be  used  for  Memorial  Day 
and  pass  any  vote  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  for  the  collection  of  garbage 
for  the  ensuing  year  and  pass  any  vote  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,900.00  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
Newport  Playground,  a  Skating  Rink  and  Ski  Tow.  The 
Ski  Tow  to  be  located  on  the  Fairbank's  Hill  and  a  Skating 
Rink  in  a  suitable  spot  on  the  Fairbank's  Meadow. 

ARTICLE  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,051.46  provided  the  State  donates 
$4,205.82  to  the  Town  to  be  used  for  T.  R.  A.  roads,  and 
pass  any  vote  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,500.00  to  be  used  for  the  Public 
Health  Nurse  Commission,  and  pass  any  vote  in  relation 
thereto. 

ARTICLE  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise, 
appropriate  and  borrow  a  sum  of  money  not  to  exceed  fifty- 
four  hundred  dollars  ($5,400.00)  for  the  purpose  of  pur- 
chasing a  snow  loader  and  to  issue  serial  notes  or  bonds  not 
to  exceed  fifty- four  hundred  dollars  ($5,400.00)  on  the 
credit  of  the  Town.

Wright  Hospital  of  Newport,  and  pass  any  vote  in  relation 
thereto.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate' the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000.00)  for 
the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a  Veterans'  Service 
Office  and  the  employment  of  a  Veterans'  Officer  for  the  en- 
suing year. 

ARTICLE  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  the  sum  of 
$400.00  for  Blister  Rust  control. 

ARTICLE  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
its  Selectmen  to  purchase  Gilman  Farm  adjacent  to  the  Town 
water  supply,  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000.00 
for  the  same  and  to  pass  any  vote  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $8,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  lighting 
the  streets  of  the  Town  and  improving  the  light  fixtures. 

To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take 
relative  to  the  installation  of  Parking  Meters. 

ARTICLE  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  extend  its 
water  system  from  the  corner  of  Summer  and  Winter 
Streets  along  Summer  Street  Extension  as  far  as  the  resi- 
dence of  Russell  L.  Allen,  and  to  establish  a  fire  hydrant 
opposite  the  residence  of  Fred  E.  Lovell  on  said  Summer 
Street  Extension ;  and  instruct  the  Selectmen  and  Town 
Treasurer  to  issue  Water  Serial  Notes  on  Water  Serial 
Bonds  to  the  amount  of  Seven  Thousand  Five  Hundred 
Dollars  ($7,500.00)  as  obligations  against  the  Town;  said 
obligations  to  be  signed  by  the  Selectmen  and  Town  Treas- 
urer ;  they  to  determine  the  rate  of  interst  to  be  paid.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase 
a  shovel  for  the  Highway  Department  and  raise  and  appro- 
priate an  amount  of  money  necessary  therefore. 

ARTICLE  32.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  convey  to  the  Sugar  River  Savings  Bank  a  cer- 
tain triangular  shaped  strip  of  land  situate  Westerly  of  the 
Westerly  line  of  the  new  highway  from  Summer  Street  to 
Columbus  Circle  and  Southerly  from  the  stone  wall  between 
the  land  of  Henry  E.  Young  and  Regan  as  show  on  the  map 
of  Heman  Chase,  Surveyor,  dated  July,  1947,  in  exchange 
for  the  triangular  strip  of  land  owned  by  the  said  Bank 
which  was  taken  for  said  new  highway,  and  to  pass  any  vote 
in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  33.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  for  the  construction  of 
Sidewalks  and  pass  any  vote  in  relation  thereto. 

ARTICLE  34.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  secure  the  assistance  of  the  State  Tax  Commis- 
sion in  reappraising  the  taxable  property  in  the  Town  in 
order  to  secure  greater  equality  as  between  taxpayers,  and  to 
insur  the  assessment  of  all  property  in  the  Town  on  the 
same  standard  of  value,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  $500.00 
for  the  same. 

ARTICLE  35.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  investigate  the  possibilities  of  gaining  additional 
parking  space  by  widening  North  Main  Street  on  the  west- 
erly side  of  the  common.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $100.00,  said  monies  to  be  turned 
over  to  the  Department  of  New  Hampshire  United  Spanish 
War  Veterans.  This  money  is  to  be  used  in  conjunction 
with  the  50th  Anniversary  Celebration  to  be  holden  in  Con- 
cord, New  Hampshire,  on  May  8th,  1948.

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HEALTH  OFFICER'S  REPORT 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Health  Officer  for  the 
past  year.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  to  date  Newport  has 
not  felt  the  pressure  of  epidemics.  During  the  late  summer 
and  fall  we  had  several  cases  of  chicken  pox  and  the  usual 
number  of  cases  of  measles,  but  being  as  neither  are  of  the 
the  quarantine  type  it  is  hard  to  stop  the  spread  of  same. 
During  the  year  we  had  only  four  cases  of  scarlet  fever, 
which  seems  to  be  about  the  fewest  cases  we  have  had  in 
years. 

As  of  previous  years,  according  to  the  state  law,  I  in- 
spected and  approved  homes  for  orphaned  children  placed 
under  state  supervision.  According  to  State  Law  such 
homes  must  be  inspected  by  this  department  before  place- 
ments are  granted. 

This  office,  with  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
at  various  times  during  the  year  visited  the  local  restau- 
rants and  hotels,  regarding  sanitation  of  such  establish- 
ments. The  same  procedure  is  being  applied  to  stores  and 
markets.  • 

Milk  inspection  has  been  carried  on  again  this  year  in  its 
protection  methods  for  the  milk  supply  of  the  town.  Your 
health  officer  in  company  with  a  member  of  the  State  Board 
of  Health,  have  made  the  routine  barn  and  milk  room  in- 
spection and  analysis  of  samples  have  been  made  by  the 
State  Board  of  Health. 

The  Board  of  Health  received  this  year  as  usual  many  so 
called  "nuisance  complaints"  totaling  approximately  seventy. 
These  complaints  varied  in  nature,  however,  and  were 
remedied  in  all  cases. 

We  of  Newport  are  indebted  to  the  New  Hampshire 
Tuberculosis  Association,  and  to  pur  Doctors,  School  System 
and  District  Nurse  for  their  co-operation  in  making  New- 
port a  better  community  to  live  in. 
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Arthur  L.  Gamash,  custodian  of  our  town  dump,  con- 
tinues to  keep  it  in  fine  condition  but  some  people  still  think 
that  that  is  the  place  of  garbage  disposal  instead  of  having  it 
collected  by  the  garbage  collector.

Clinic  and  Nursing  Service,  Newport,  1947 

During  the  year  1947  the  New  Hampshire  Tuberculosis 
Association  maintained  the  regular  schedule  of  chest 
diagnostic  clinics  to  assist  with  other  groups  and  health  work- 
ers to  prevent  communicable  disease  and  to  promote  the 
health  of  the  public. 

In  the  year's  work  two  clinics  were  held  in  Newport  with 
an  attendance  of  61  persons  for  examination.  A  total  of  52 
persons  had  X-ray  of  chest.  Two  new  cases  of  tuberculosis 
were  reported  to  the  local  Health  Officer.  Three  persons 
have  received  care  and  treatment  at  the  Sanatoria.  A  total 
of  135  active,  arrested,  and  suspected  tuberculosis  cases  are 
under  the  supervision  of  the  clinic  and  tuberculosis  nurse  in 
this  area. 

Again  we  wish  to  express  appreciation  and  thanks  to  the 
people  of  Newport  who  contribute  to  the  Christmas  Seal 
campaign  and  make  it  possible  for  the  N.  H.  Tuberculosis 
Association  to  continue  the  fight  for  the  control  of  tuber- 
culosis in  New  Hampshire.

Increased  enrollment  in  the  lower  classes  made  it  neces- 
sary to  secure  additional  space  outside  the  regular  school 
buildings.  The  store  on  Sunapee  Street,  formerly  occupied 
-by  the  Draft  Board,  is  now  the  school  room  of  one  division  of 
grade  one.  Quarters  were  found  at  the  former  curtain 
factory  off  West  Street  to  accommodate  one  division  of 
grade  three.  These  rooms  are  intended  only  as  temporary 
class  rooms  and  are  glaring  reminders  of  Newport's  need 
for  additional  school  accommodations. 

Indications  of  increased  enrollment  in  the  first  grade  next 
year  and  the  years  following  would  seem  to  make  a  building 
program  imperative  unless  more  of  Newport's  youth  are  to 
be  put  out  into  temporary  school  rooms  providing  even  these 
can  be  obtained. 

Repairs 

■  * 

An  extensive  repair  program  was  undertaken  during  the 
summer.     The  maj  or  items  are  as  follows  : 

Primary  School — Six  class  rooms  and  the  corridors  were 
repainted,  putting  this  building  into  good  condition. 

Richards  School — A  basement  sink  in  the  main  building 
and  two  additional  toilets  in  the  annex  were  installed.  The 
pump  connected  with  the  heating  system  was  reconditioned. 
A  number  of  badly  worn  stair  treads  were  replaced. 

Towle  High  School — Three  class  rooms,  the  corridor  and 
Headmaster's  Office  on  the  top  floor  were  repainted. 

Kelleyville — Repairs  were  made  on  the  woodshed  and 
entry  room,  including  a  new  sill  under  the  front  door. 

North  Newport — The  roof  was  shingled,  a  new  door  in- 
stalled and  fluorescent  lights  were  installed  over  the  black- 
board. 
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Swnapee  Street  and  West  Street — Extensive  electrical 
work  was  done  to  provide  necessary  light  for  school  pur- 
poses. 

The  regular  summer  cleaning  of  all  buildings  was  carried 
out  by  the  janitors. 

New  Equipment 

The  major  items  of  new  equipment  purchased  were  motion 
picture  projectors  for  both  the  Towle  and  Richards  schools. 
In  order  to  make  educational  use  of  these  machines  and  to 
carry  on  a  Visual  Education  Program,  a  sum  of  money  was 
set  aside  for  the  rental  of  films. 

Domestic  Science 

Two  sewing  machines  were  exchanged,  an  enamel  sink 
was  installed,  and  an  electric  range  and  electric  mixer  were 
purchased  for  the  Domestic  Arts  room.  The  new  electric 
range  was  purchased  at  half  price  through  the  local  Frigid- 
aire  agent  with  a  signed  agreement  by  which  the  company 
furnishes  a  new  range  annually  for  five  years.  At  the  end 
of  the  five-year  period  the  School.  District  may  keep  the 
range  then  on  hand  or  make  a  new  five-year  contract  on 
similar  terms. 

Shop 

A  drill  press  and  jointer  were  obtained.  Lunch  tables  for 
the  Primary  School  were  constructed  by  the  Mechanic  Arts 
Department. 

Tuition 

In  line  with  rising  school  costs,  the  high  school  tuition 
rate  was  set  at  $100  and  the  elementary  tuition  rate  at  $60 
for  the  school  year  1947-1948.  For  the  year  1948-1949  the 
High  School  tuition  will  be  $103.15  and  the  elementary 
tuition  will  be  $84.27. 

The  pay  for  substitutes  in  all  grades  was  raised  to  $7.00  a 
day. 

School  Nurse 

On  December  1,  1947,  Mrs.  Marguerite  P.  Tallman  be- 
came the  first  full-time  nurse  in  the  Newport  schools,  Mrs. 
Tallman  has  had  several  years  of  school  nursing  experience 
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and  previously  to  coming  to  Newport,  was  employed  in  a 
similar  capacity  in  Portsmouth.  With  approximately  1100 
pupils  in  Newport  schools,  there  is  a  definite  need  for  a  full- 
time  nurse. 

We  want  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the  faithful  and 
effective  work  of  Miss  Anna  Donovan,  who  has  served  as 
school  nurse  on  a  part  time  basis  in  connection  with  her 
duties  as  local  public  health  nurse.  It  has  become  practically 
impossible  to  attend  adequately  to  the  increasing  duties  of 
both  positions. 

School  Busses 

For  many  years  our  pupils  from  the  outlying  sections 
have  been  carried  to  and  from  school  by  Mr.  Spyros  Condos, 
who  also  has  a  franchise  to  carry  commercial  passengers  in 
this  area.  Mr.  Condos  has  done  this  work  faithfully  and 
without  serious  accident.  At  times,  however,  the  necessities 
of  commercial  transportation  have  reduced  .the  number  of 
busses  available  for  our  normal  school  transportation. 

Pupils  on  the  Chandler's  Mills  Road  and  Ryder's  Corner 
Road  have  been  transported  by  Mr.  Judson  Brooks. 

School  Districts  which  own  and  operate  publicly-owned 
busses  uniformly  save  money.  We  now  have  full  control 
of  personnel,  schedules,  insurance,  and  condition  of  the 
busses.  Furthermore,  nobody  but  pupils  and  teachers  is 
allowed  to  ride.  The  busses  are  available — and  are  used — for 
transporting  pupils  to  games,  music  festivals,  etc. 

Mr.  Ernest  Babbitt  is  manager  of  the  busses  and  is  re- 
sponsible for  keeping  the  records,  securing  substitutes,  if 
necessary,  and  attending  to  other  routine  details,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

Safety  Patrol 

In  an  effort  to  make  our  young  people  more  conscious  of 
safety  and  its  practice,  a  student  Safety  Patrol  was  estab- 
lished following  the  procedures  of  the  American  Automobile 
Association.  Student  officers  are  assigned  to  each  bus  and 
others  are  stationed  at  street  intersections  where  student 
traffic  is  heavy.  This  project  was  financed  by  the  local 
C.  I.  O.  Union  and  was  set  up  in  charge  of  a  faculty  advisor 
working  in  close  co-operation  with  the  Police  Department. 
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Extension  Courses 

In  an  effort  to  promote  the  in-service  training  of  teachers, 
a  course  in  Remedial  Reading  is  being  conducted  by  Miss 
Grace  Wilson  of  the  Keene  Teachers'  College  faculty.  A 
number  of  our  elementary  teachers  are  taking  this  course. 

Sports 

Inasmuch  as  there  is  no  gymnasium  in  our  school  plant,  it 
has  been  necessary  again  to  rent  the  Town  Hall  in  order  that 
we  might  still  play  basketball.  The  Varsity,  Junior  Varsity 
and  girls'  teams  use  it  for  practice  and  games.  Rent  for  its 
use  is  $225  a  year.  We  appreciate  the  co-operation  of  the 
Selectmen  in  furthering  our  basketball  program  in  the 
absence  of  a  regular  gymnasium. 

Reorganization 

Starting  September,  1947,  the  School  Board  discontinued 
dividing  pupils  in  a  grade  into  A,  B,  and  C  groups  on  the 
basis  of  innate  ability.  Pupils  in  any  one  grade  are  now 
assigned  in  September  to  rooms,  or  divisions,  alphabetically 
by  their  last  names.  Those  who  enter  during  the  year  are 
placed  in  rooms  where  there  are  vacant  seats.  This  plan  of 
indiscriminate  seating  seems  to  be  better  than  the  former  plan 
of  ability  grouping.  Pupils  in  low  groups  felt  the  stigma  of 
such  placement.  The  slow  pupils  did  not  have  the  in- 
spiration of  hearing,  or  seeing,  the  work  of  superior  students. 
Moreover,  society  is  normally  made  up  of  all  sorts  of  people 
who  must  work  together  for  the  common  good.  The  new 
system  is  working  very  satisfactorily. 

We  have  also  given  up  departmental  teaching  in  the  in- 
termediate grades  (4,  5,  6).  It  is  felt  that  any  teacher  who 
is  with  a  class  all  day,  in  all  subjects,  can  know  the  pupils 
better  and  adapt  her  instruction  to  individual  needs.  In  other 
words  the  teacher  will  be  teaching  pupils  rather  than  sub- 
jects. If  any  class  needs  a  little  more  time  to  clinch  a  lesson, 
the  time  can  be  taken,  but  in  a  departmental  system  when  the 
bell  rings  the  lesson  must  stop  and  give  way  to  the  next,  as 
the  teachers  change  rooms. 

Since  I  shall  retire  from  my  position  February  1,  next,  I 
want  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  my  co-workers  for 
their  hearty  co-operation  in  carrying  on  the  school  program. 
I  have  enjoyed  having  a  part,  together  with  the  School  Board 
and  teachers,  in  the  education  of  the  children  of  our  town. 
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I   extend   to   those   who   will   continue  in  the  service  of  the 
schools  my  sincere  wishes  for  further  success  and  progress.

In  last  year's  report  I  indicated  four  things  which  were 
being  planned  for  this  year  and  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  in 
all  these  things  we  have  made  notable  progress. 

1.  Revised  Courses  of  Study. 

We  have  extended  the  commercial  course  to  include  more 
clerical  type  training  and  have  added  Business  Law  and 
Salesmanship,  at  the  same  time  increasing  the  typing  and 
business  machines  practice.  We  have  also  extended  the 
science  offerings  to  include  Practical  Chemistry  and  Practical 
Physics  for  the  non-college  Juniors  and  Seniors. 

2.  An  Advisory  Program  of  Educational  and  Vocational 

Guidance. 

We  have  recently  completed  the  first  phase  of  this  program 
employing  the  Boston  University  Testing  Service  to  supple- 
ment our  own  testing  program.     The  results  are  as  follows :

3.  Increased  Participation  in  Student  Government  through 

a  Student  Council  and  Student  Court. 

The  Student  Council  this  year  has  undertaken  a  complete 
revision  of  its  constitutions  of  all  member  groups.  This  has 
had  the  effect  of  improving  student  organizations  generally 
and  has  given  these  students  excellent  experience  in  this  type 
of  constructive  thinking  and  planning.  They  have  supervised 
the  recreational  phase  of  our  Audio- Visual  Program  and 
have  served  as  a  clearing  house  for  the  social  calendar  and 
other  problems  of  student  administration. 

4.  Replacement  and  Improvement  of  Textbook  and  other 

Instructional  Materials. 

Our  greatest  progress  in  the  improvement  of  instructional 
presentation  has  been  through  the  medium  of  our  Audio- 
Visual  Program.  With  a  new  sound  projector  available  we 
are  gradually  setting  up  a  very  efficient  series  of  film  show- 
ings to  supplement  the  traditional  classroom  material.  In 
this  connection  we  have  trained  a  group  of  student  operators 
to  handle  the  equipment  and  they  do  this  in  a  highly  efficient 
manner. 

We  have  overhauled  and  revived  much  of  the  laboratory 
equipment  for  science  and  have  purchased  limited  quantities 
of  new  equipment  so  that  our  laboratory  experiments  per- 
formed by  the  students  have  a  greater  degree  of  accuracy. 
Our  program  of  textbook  purchases  has  already  resulted  in 
the  acquisition  of  more  up-to-date  materials  where  they  were 
most  critically  needed,  and  we  hope  to  increase  our  library 
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of  text  materials  now  that  the  publication  of  them  has  re- 
turned to  normal. 

The  things  most  needed  if  we  are  to  make  continuous 
progress^  toward  better  educational  offering's  in  our  com- 
munity are : 

1.  Salaries  sufficiently  high  to  attract  and  retain  good 
teachers  in  the  face  of  mounting  costs  of  living  and 
competitive  bidding  for  services  by  other  communities. 

2.  A  more  modern  plant  within  which  vocational  and 
physical  training  can  be  offered. 

To  the  faculty,  students,  parents  and  citizens  who  have 
contributed  to  the  well-being  of  our  educational  efforts  of  the 
past  year  I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  thanks.

No- School  Signal 
When  the  weather  is  so  bad  that  it  is  inadvisable  for  chil- 
dren to  attend  school,  the  no-school  signal  will  be  sounded 
by  the  fire  whistle  at  7 :30  in  the  morning.  The  signal  is 
2-2-2.  When  it  is  necessary  to  close  school  in  the  morning 
it  will  mean  that  school  sessions  will  be  omitted  all  day.  It 
would  be  practically  impossible  to  get  bus  and  tuition  pupils 
to  attend  an  afternoon  session  only. 

The  no-school  signal  will  also  be  given  on  station  WKNE 
at  7:00,  7 :35  ;  and  8  :00  A.  M. 

On  no-school  days  a  pre-arranged  system  of  telephoning 
gives  notice  to  those  who  transport  school  children,  to  teach- 
ers, and  as  far  as  possible,  to  out-of-town  pupils.  Persons 
who  are  doubtful  about  the  no-school  signal  should  call  the 
Superintendent  or  some  other  member  of  the  school  depart- 
ment rather  than  the  fire  station.  Unnecessary  calling  of 
the  fire  station  might  interfere  with  emergency  calls  which 
should  reach  the  fire  department  quickly.

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SCHOOL  WARRANT 


THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  School  District  in  the  Town 
of  Newport,  in  the  County  of  Sullivan,  in  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire,  qualified  to  vote  in  district  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
District  on  the  sixth  day  of  March,  1948,  at  two  o'clock  in 
the  afternoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects : 

Article  1.     To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  2.     To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  3.  To  choose  two  Members  of  the  School  Board 
for  the  ensuing  three  years. 

Article  4.     To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the 
School  Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation 
of  any  other  officer  or  aegnts  of  the  district. 

Article  6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Com- 
mittees, or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 

Article  7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees 
in  relation  to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  make  any 
alteration  in  the  amount  of  money  required  to  be  assessed 
for  the  ensuing  year  for  the  support  of  public  schools  and  the 
payment  of  the  statutory  obligations  of  the  District,  as 
determined  by  the  School  Board  in  its  annual  report. 

Article  9.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Building  Committee 
and  pass  any  vote  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  School  Board  to  remodel,  modernize  and  re-equip  the 
Richards  School,  so  called,  and  to  accept  any  bid  or  bids 
which,  in  their  judgment,  shall  be  deemed  acceptable  from 
any  building  contractor  or  contractors  for  the  remodeling, 
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modernizing  and  re-equipping  of  the  Richards  School,  so 
called,  and  further  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  execute 
any  and  all  contracts  and  agreements  necessary,  proper  or 
advisable  in  connection  with  the  same,  and  pass  any  vote  in 
relation  thereto. 

Article  11.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  District  will 
vote  to  raise,  appropriate  and  borrow  for  remodeling, 
modernizing  and  re-equipping  the  Richards  School,  so  called, 
and  for  this  purpose  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  issue 
obligations  of  the  Newport  School  District  in  the  form  of 
serial  notes  or  bonds,  with  interest  as  the  School  Board  may 
determine,  payable  exclusively  from  funds  to  be  raised  by 
taxation ;  said  serial  notes  or  bonds  to  be  signed  by  the  School 
Board  or  a  majority  thereof,  and  the  School  Treasurer,  in 
accordance  with  the  Statutes  of  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire in  such  case  made  and  provided,  and  pass  any  vote  in 
relation  thereto. 

Article  12.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may 
legally  come  before  said  meeting.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  BUILDING  COMMITTEE 


The  building  plans,  known  as  "Plan  D,"  prepared  by 
Alfred  T.  Granger  Associates  of  Hanover,  were  approved 
by  a  meeting  of  the  Building  Committee  held  Monday  eve- 
ning, December  29,  at  Towle  High  School. 

"Plan  D"  consists  of  remodeling  and  renovating  the  pres- 
ent Richards  building  into  modern,  fire-proof  rooms  to  be 
used  as  a  junior-senior  high  school  for  Grades  7-12.  To  gain 
the  required  number  of  rooms  for  a  school  population  of 
between  500  and  600,  the  plan  proposes  to  add  six  class  rooms 
on  the  School  Street  side  of  the  present  Richards  annex.  At 
the  east  end  of  Richards  School  the  plans  call  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  combination  gymnasium- auditorium. 

As  included  in  the  overall  plans,  the  Towle  building  would 
be  used  as  an  elementary  school,  housing  Grades  3-6,  in- 
clusive. This  would  require  the  partitioning  of  the  present 
auditorium  into  four  standard  classrooms  and  the  partition- 
ing of  the  large  room  on  the  ground  floor  into  two  rooms. 
Additional  toilet  facilities  would  be  added  at  the  Towle  build- 
ing, making  it  a  very  acceptable  elementary  school. 

The  present  primary  building  would  be  used  for  Grades  1 
and  2.  The  recent  redecoration  of  the  interior  of  this  build- 
ing has  put  it  in  good  condition. 

"Plan  D"  is  estimated  to  cost  $175,000  less  than  any  of 
the  other  plans  that  would  give  the  necessary  space  and 
facilities.  This  lower  cost  is  brought  about  because  the 
gymnasium-auditorium  and  new  annex  will  be  the  only  new 
construction  in  the  program.  The  present  coal  pocket  and 
boiler  room  at  Richards  will  be  retained.  The  present  roof 
and  walls  of  the  Richards  building  will  be  kept,  thereby  re- 
ducing the  cost  of  the  project  as  against  new  construction. 
The  addition  to  the  Richards  annex  will  make  use  of  the 
existing  walls  and  roof  of  that  structure  as  well. 

In  the  remodeled  Richards  building  and  annex  we  provide 
adequate  facilities  for  Grades  7-12.  This  would  include  15 
regular  class  rooms.  Special  rooms  contained  are  two 
science  laboatories,  quarters  for  bookkeeping  and  typing,  a 
combination  library  and  study,  and  the  present  Richards 
auditorium  to  be  used  as  a  music  room.     Facilities  in  the

basement  include  a  large  cafeteria  with  kitchen  as  well  as 
quarters  for  domestic  science  and  sewing. 

The  combination  gymnasium-auditorium  measures  121 
feet  by  71  feet  and  furnishes  a  standard  basketball  court  44 
feet  by  70  feet  with  folding  bleachers  on  two  sides  accom- 
modating 500  spectators  at  games.  There  is  a  balcony  on 
one  end  seating  128  people.  The  gymnasium  provides 
facilities  for  a  complete  program  in  physical  education.  We 
already  have  an  excellent  director  of  physical  education,  but 
he  has  no  place  to  carry  on  the  program.  It  is  planned  to 
employ  a  lady  instructor  also  in  physical  education  when  we 
get  the  new  building.  By  the  use  of  folding  chairs  the  gym- 
nisium  can  be  converted  into  an  auditorium  seating  about  900 
persons.  There  is  a  large  stage  at  the  south  end  of  the  build- 
ing with  four  dressing  rooms.  Under  the  stage  are  adequate 
shower  rooms  and  lockers  for  use  after  physical  exercise. 

There  are  two  shops  provided  in  the  basement  plan  which 
will  permit  an  expansion  of  vocational  training  so  vitally 
needed  by  many  of  our  youth. 

The  gymnasium-auditorium  unit  is  provided  with  a  separate 
entrance  and  toilet  facilities  for  the  public  and  can  be  used 
independently  of  the  rest  of  the  school,  thereby  making  it 
usable  as  a  civic  center. 

The  combination  building  on  the  Richards  site  will  still 
leave  ample  space  for  parking  and  play  areas.  There  will 
be  a  space  of  approximately  95  feet  between  the  end  of  the 
gym  unit  and  the  land  owned  by  the  Catholic  Church.  By 
leveling  the  area  in  the  rear  of  the  present  Richards  building, 
it  will  be  possible  to  have  practice  fields  as  space  for  outdoor 
physical  education  activities. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Newport  School  District  was 
held  January  24,  1948,  by  permission  of  the  Superior  Court, 
to  take  action  on  the  plans  presented  by  the  Building  Com- 
mittee. These  plans  were  not  approved  but  substitute  plans 
presented  by  Headmaster  Ernest  M.  Perkins  were  adopted. 
His  plans  provided  for  a  six-room  addition  to  the  Richards 
Annex,  a  unit  connecting  the  Annex  to  the  Richards  School, 
and  a  gymnasium  to  be  erected  on  the  grounds  at  the  rear  of 
the  Towle  High  School.  It  is  planned  to  remodel  the  in- 
terior of  the  Richards  School  at  a  later  date  with  the  purpose 
of  establishing  a  single  unit  for  grades  1-6  inclusive.     The 
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Towle  School  will  be  expanded  later  to  include  shops  and 
other  rooms  for  the  high  school  (grades  7-12).  It  was  voted 
to  borrow  $74,000.00  and  use  the  money  in  the  George  B. 
Wheeler  School  Fund  (about  $190,000.00)  to  carry  out  the 
first  part  of  the  above  long  range  plan.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 


Mr.  A.  W.  Smith 
Supt.  of  Schools

Dear  Sir: 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  school  nurse. 

The  past  year,  from  a  health  standpoint,  has  been  a  good 
one.  There  has  been  a  very  small  amount  of  absence  from 
school  due  to  sickness.  The  many  complaints  such  as  tooth- 
aches, headaches  and  colds  still  plague  us  and  account  for  the 
greater  part  of  the  absences.  The  usual  clinic  work  such  as 
tonsils,  dental  and  T.  B.  has  been  carried  on  with  good  re- 
sults. An  outstanding  case  of  defective  hearing  has  been 
markedly  improved  by  repeated  visits  to  Hanover  Clinic  and 
financed  by  the  New  Hampshire  Society  for  Handicapped 
children.  Dr.  Mansfield  with  the  aid  of  Dr.  Benson  has 
given  visual  tests  to  many  of  the  pupils.  His  findings  have 
been  followed  up.  For  several  years  now,  I  have  stressed 
the  need  of  more  attention  to  the  posture  of  our  children. 
Perhaps  with  a  full  time  school  nurse  as  we  now  have,  the 
work  can  be  cared  for  better.  School  lunches  have  been  in- 
spected and  on  the  whole  have  been  found  adequate.  Hot 
lunches  for  the  younger  children,  at  least,  is  much  to  be  de- 
sired. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  various  organizations  for  the  financial 
aid  they  have  given  me  in  caring  for  emergencies,  cases  where 
the  parents  would  have  found  it  difficult  or  impossible  to  care 
for  themselves. 

It  is  with  real  regret  that  I  am  ■  leaving  the  position  of 
school  nurse  for  full  time  Public  Health  Nurse.  I  shall  miss 
the  school  associations. 

May  I  express  to  you  my  thanks  and  thoughtful  consider- 
ation.
